It I8 nol s matter of much consequence, but MIss
Keene wonld not have done amiss to have
made this alterution in the title, wnd
to have Introduced the mnecessary locallama
to adapt It to this city. This piay, It I8 true, de-
pends in n great degree for {ts sdcvesa on its dra-
matic effoots, Lutits popularity is due quite as mnch
to it8 moral and the appeals that IE makes to popu-

lur sympathics and tnates. 1418 certainly not a very
good play from n 1iterary or ure standpoint, and as
i protest agalost the vice of drmnkenness it s ln-
ferfor to such pleces ns Jawet Pride snd Madeline,
It s good of s kKind, however, and wmy e better
than many of the so-called “sonsation” pleces of |
the day, H.I'lll it Inflnence cannot be otherwise than
beneflclol upon the class of persons that will chielly

be attracted by it
The performnnce ladt night went off with spirit,

and the actors wenl through thelr parts with an
energy approprinte to the subjest, and acgoitted
themselved to the satis action of the lwrge audience
in attendance,

“The Magle Flute® and “Fidello* by the Ger-
mnn Troupe,
On Wednesday evening Mozart's opers of the |
Magie Flote was performed by the German troupe at |
the Academy of Music, and last night Beethoven's |
Pigello wad given, Doth of thege Works are of such
a high order of morly that It {s 4 maiter of regret
with lovers of music that they are not often per-
formed, snd yet they present such dimoulty in the
execution that, unless executed in very superior
style by artists of fArst-rate abllity, it s mach better
that they shonld not be attempted.
The Magie Flute i8 based upon one of those “wonder"
stories which were at one thme, and perhaps still are,
extremely popularon the Germanstage,but which are
g0 devold of merit or real Interest that It is a matter
for regret that such o composer as Mozart did not
choose something better ad the subject of one of his
most charming compositions. In spite of the (ntri-
cacies of a pecallarly stupld and aninteresting plot,
however, the music of the Magie Flute will always
obtain for it a high place In the 18t of standard
operas, and If worthily sung it will always command
appreciative applause,  But little, however, can
be gnid In avor of the performance of Wednoesday
evenlng, as the music wns so0 entirely beyond
the range of the siugers that the performance was
alinost as much of a burlesque ns the perlormance of
one of Shakespeare's tragedies by the Walnut Street
Theatrs company, when they are trembling beueath
the frowns of Mr. Forrest, Moadame Friederiel,
Madame Rotter, and Messra, Himmer and Formes
are to be commended for consclentions efforts to do
thelr best, but otherwise there was little worthy of
praise in the efforts of the evening, the orchestra
and chorus in particular being very inefolent,
Fidelio, which was given last evenlog, 1s undonbt-
edly the finest opera ever written. A simple and pa-
thetle subject 1s illnstrated with the skill of & master,
andl this noble composition can only be characterized
by stuting that it 18 Shakespearian In every sense of
the termy, No one who has ever heard this great
work can ever forget the magniticent quartette in
the first act, “Mir ist a0 wonderbar,” the prisoner's
chorus, the solo by *“Florestan™ in the second act,
the grave-digging scene, or the recognition of the
husband and wife. Not only are the characters all
Individualized, bunt each shade of emotion in the
(rama |8 expressed with a grandeur, a4 pathos, and a
depth of feeling that are ns wonderful as they are
admirable,
This work hes a peculiar charm, of which & can-
not be deprived even by an unworthy performance,
but it I8 not agreeable to llsten to such an effort as
thiat of last evening, Madame Johsnnsen s the only
“Leonora” on the stage, and she certalnly enters into
the spirit of the part with fine appreclation of {ts
dramatic requirements. Her volce, however, 18 in-
adequate to the Interpretation of the music, and her
perdonation is therefore far from satisfactory. Itls
but justice to say that the other artlsts endeavored
to do their best, but that best fell far short of a rea-
sonable standuard of excellence. In Fidelin much
depends upon the chorus, and much more apon the
orchestra, and it was in these particulars that the
deflciencies of the performance were most palpably
felt,
